Applicant's reply received on September 28, 2007 has been entered and 
arguments were found to be persuasive. The restriction requirement mailed on August 
29, 2007 has been withdrawn and claims 13-34 were examined on the merits. 

On page 1 of 2 of 1449 form submitted April 13, 2005, references 2 and 3 
(Wagner et al. and Veigt et al.) are not in English and an English abstract was not 
provided. Thus those references were entered but not considered. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Wendy Choi on November 13 th , 2007 at 11:30am (EST). 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the title: 

(1 ) Please replace "Novel Arylsulphonamide derivatives and use thereof as 
therapeutic agents" with — Novel Arylsulphonamide derivatives and methods of 
preparing--. 

In the claims: 

(2) Claim 34 is cancelled. 

(3) In claim 13, after the phrase "wherein: Ri is aromatic group, where said" 
please delete "aryl" and insert therefor — aromatic — . 
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(4) In claim 32, after .the phrase "a method of preparing the compounds of, 
please delete "claim 1" and insert therefor —claim 13—. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
compounds of formula I (claim 13) are free of the art. The closest art found was Ferrari 
et al. (US Patent 6,015, 812, already of record) and Barth et al. (US 2004/0063725 A.1). 
In Barth et al., N-(phenylsulphonyl)glycyl-glycine compounds are taught which differ 
from applicant's formula I in that interruption of alkylene of group Y with a nitrogen 
rather than an oxygen. Therefore, the instantly claimed invention is novel and 
unobvious over the prior art of record. 

Ferrari et al. teaches N-(arylsulphonyl)amino acid derivatives which different in 
structure from applicant in that presence of a extra phenyl group, extra chain CH2s 
between the nitrogen and the substituted aromatic, and the addition of a CONR4R5 
group which adds extra reactivity. Given the structural differences between Ferrari et 
al. and applicant's formula I, the compounds in this application would not be obvious 
over those taught in Ferrari et ai.
